Sir  : — -In  oomplianoe  with  Ohapteir  234,  Laws  of  1903,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  ninth  annnal  report  of  the  State 
Banking'  Departmjent  of  Wisoonsini,  showing  the  condition  of 
the  banks  under  its  supervision  at  the  close  of  business,  Novem- 
ber 17th,  1903. 

The  legislature  of  1903  enacted  a  law  ^^for  the  creation  of 
banks  and  for  t]ie  regulation  and  supervision  of  the  banking  busi- 
ness," which  was  approved  and  became  operative,  after  publica- 
tion, jMjay  lotli,  1903. 

One  important  ]>rovision  of  this  law  prohibits  tlie  use  of  the 
name  "bank"  by  other  than  banking  corporations  duly  organized 
under  the  banking  laws  of  this  state  and  authorized  by  charter 
from  the  commissijonor  of  banking  to  engage  in  the  banking  busi- 
ness. As  a  result  of  this  provision,  soKjalled  "private  banks" 
have  effectually  been  abolished  in  this  state. 

There  were  in  existence  in  Wisconsin  148  private  banks  on 
]\r.ar('!h  14t]i,  1903,  the  date  of  tlie  last  report  called  for  from 
them  pi-evio-us  to  the  passage  of  the  new  law.  Of  this  number, 
137  liavo  l)ecome  incorporated  since  and  were  chartered  as  state 
banks.  O'no  was  closed  by  this  department  and  placed  in  the 
liands  f>f  a  receiver,  while  ton,  of  the  private  banks  either  elected 
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Lhiring  the  year,  the  department  wafi  obliged  to  close  two 
private  banks  and  one  state  bank,  to-wit :

T!he  canses  of  the  ejosing  and  the  present  status  of  these  banks 
will  be  discussed,  under  proper  caption,  inj  another  part  of  this 
report-,  where  also  their  present  condition  will  be  shown,  as  re- 
quired by  law. 

The  new  law,  requiriug  tliat  not  less  than  five  reports  eaeli 
year  should  be  called  for  from  banks  went  into  effect  May  15th, 
1903,  previoiLs  to  which  date  but  one  report  was  received,  under 
the  old  law.  In  the  remaining  seven  months,  three  additional 
rej)iorts  were  called  for  from  banks,  making  a  total  of  four  re- 
^xuls  for  the  current  year.  The  aggregates  of  the  vario'ivS  items 
of  resources  and  liabilities  on  tihe  several  dates  are  show^  in 
Table  A,  in  whicli!  the  item  of  "unpaid  capital"  has  been  omit- 
ted, because  tlie  law  fijxes  Februaiy  1st,  1904,  as  the  date  when 
all  l)auks  nuist  have  their  capital  paid  in  in  full,  and  tlie  present 
is  a  period  of  transition,  during  wliicli  no-  just  comparison  of 
capitalization  could  be  made.     Table  follows :

Little  oommient  is  needed  upon  the  above  table.  The  figures 
speak  for  themselves.  They  show  that  despite  the  sudden  flurry- 
in  the  stook  market  and  the  oonsequent  temporary  financial  de- 
pression whidi  enveloped  the  Bast  part  of  the  year,  Wisconsin 
banks  enjoyed  well-deserved  confidence  and  increased  their  vol- 
ume of  business.  Tliis  fact  is  further  corroborated  by  figures 
in  Table  "O/'  which  show  a  comparative  condition  of  state, 
private  and  savings  banks  of  Wisconsin  annually  since  1895, 
the  date  of  the  organization  of  this  department,  and  the  steady, 
healthy  gro^Hh  of  the  banking  business  during  the  period  of  nine 
years. 

For  Table  "C"  see  appendix. 

In  order  to  present  the  condition  of  the  banlring  business  in 
Wisconsin  in  its  entirety,  the  tables  furnished  this  department 
tlirough  tJie  courtesy  of  the  com,ptrollei'  of  the  currency  and 
shoAving  the  condition,  of  the  107  National  banks  operating  in 
tliis  state  at  the  close  of  Imsiness  on  Xovemter  17th,  1903,  w^ire 
ufied  to  compile  the  aggregates  embodied  in  Table  "D.'^  This 
compilation  shows  the  i-eisources  and  liabilities  of  all  the  banking 
institutions  of  WiscoUisin,,  viz.,  national,  state  and  sa-vings,  on 
STovemlier  17th,  1903,  and  a  comparison  Avith  their  condition 
one  year  and  seven  years  ago,  or  in  1896.  The  latter  year  was 
selected  for  the  piir|X)se  of  eX)anparison,  as  in  former  years,  being 
tlie  lo\\x?st  mark  since  the  creation  of  this  department     As  in 
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the  foregoing  tables,  so  also  here,  a  marked  increase  over  the  year 
1902  is  aho^\Ti  in  the  various  items,  namely,  an  increase  of 
$8,853,826.80  in  loans  and  discounts,  of  $8,041,158.06  in  tlie 
capital,  surplus  and  profits,  of  $6,122,496.59  in  deposits,  and 
of  $10,837,155.10  in  total  resources.  Tliei-e  is,  hoAvxiver,  a  no- 
ticeable decrease  in  cash  resources,  indicating  unmistakably  a 
stringency  in  tlie  money  market  at  the  time  tlie  I'epoi'ts  \vere  ren- 
dered. This  department  has  persistently  urged  all  banks,  whose 
reserve  was  found  low,  to  replenish  the  same.     Table  follows :

Iliis  featnix)  is  rendci'txl  possible 
only  by  tlie  co-o])c ration  of  the  J^ational  banks  and  I  desii-x}  to 
express  to  the  officers  of  tliese  institutions  my  appreciation  of 
the  uniformly  courteous  and  prompt  response  to  my  request  for 
copies  of  their  statements  to  tlie  oomptroUer  of  tlie  currency.

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CLOSED  BANKS. 

1.  Bank  of  Westby,  a  private  institution  owTied  by  Carl  O. 
Eiye,  having  a  capital  and  surplus  of  $14,000  and  deposits  of 
$138,000  was  closed  by  this  department  on  December  17th, 
1902,  and  on  tlie  following  day  a  receiver  was  appointed  by  the 
court.  The  bank  is  located  in  Vernon  county  in  the  centre  of  a 
rich  tobacco  growing  district.  The  failure  of  this  bank  was  due 
to  excessive  loaning  to  dealers  in  leaf  tobacco.  The  estimated 
loss  to  depositors  will  be  a^  least  25  per  cent.  The  jreceiver's  re- 
port follows :

2.  The  Fanners'  &  Merchants'  Bank  of  Bangor  was  closed  by 
this  department  on  July  15th,  1903.  It  was  a  private  bank 
owned  by  Ludvig  Larson  of  Bangor  and  13.  D.  Samuels  of  West 
Salem.  It  had  a  capital  and  surplus  of  $11,000  aud  deposits 
of  $77,000.  The  insolvency  of  this  institution  was  due  to  lack 
of  correct  metliods  in  kee])ing  accounts  aud  to  mismanagement 
and  gross  negligence  on  the  part  of  its  owners.  From  the  state- 
ment of  tlie  receiver  which  follows,  it  appears  that  the  creditors 
oannot  hope  to  realize  much  over  GO  joer  cent,  of  their  claims 
from  the  assets  in  his  hands. 
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keceiver's  report  of  the  condition  of  the  farmers^  and 
merchants  bank  at  bangor  at  the  close  of  business 
on  the  21st  day  of  november,  1903.

3.  Kenosha  State  Bank,  a  banking:  corporation  organized  Au- 
gust loth,  1902,  Avith  a  capital  of  $25,000.  The  organizer  and 
]>nncipial  stockholder  Avas  one  Frank  S.  Komp  of  Chicago,  who 
held  $11,300  of  stock  in  liis  own  name  and  $12,000  as  tnistee. 
The  bank  ooimacncod  busiine^^s  Septemlx^r  1st,  1002.  The  first 
examination  by  this  dc^partment  was  ma.de  eight  months  later, 
wlien  it  was  found  that  practically  no  capital  had  been  paid  in 
ajid  none  was  forthcoming.  I  therefore  closed  the  bank  on  Api*il 
4tli,  1903,  and  a  receiver  was  appointed  by  the  court;  but  Mr. 
Komp  giiving  an  indeimiity  bond  satisfactoiy  to  the  court,  the 
receiver  was  discliarged.  The  bank  had  deposits  amounting  to 
$17,970.42  and  the  de]X)sitors  were  paid  in  full  a  few  months 
after  the  closing  of  tlie  bank. 

The  alx)vo  case  amply  illustrates  the  wisdom  of  the  provision 
of  the  new  banking  law  which  requires  the  commissioner  of 
banking  to  make  an  examination  of  every  new  bank  before  grant- 
ing t^>  it  authority  to  commenw  business. 

Two  other  state  banks  were  closed  by  this  department  in  addi- 
tion to  \\w.  al)ove,  during  the  year  1903,  but^  I  am  gratified  to 
say,  l)oth  succeeded  in  paying  off  tlie  losses  sustained,  and  were 
]:>ermitted  to  resume  business.  They  were  the  Princeton  State 
Bank  and  the  IVTontello  State  Bank,  located,  respectively,  in  the 
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plaoes  from  which  they  derive  their  names.  At  the  time  of  the 
examination  of  the  Princeton  State  Bank  on  October  7th,  1903, 
suspicion  of  the»  examiner  was  aroused  as  to  the  genuineness  of 
certain  notes  carried  among  the  assets  of  the  bank.  The  thread 
was  taken  up  from  tliis  office  and,  after  a  careful  canvass,  one 
forgery  was  established.  Confronted  with  the  evidence. 
Cashier  Joseph  E.  Leimer  coiifassed  to  this  forgerv^  as  well  as  to 
a  number  of  others.  The  spurious  paper  thus  unearthed 
amounted,  in  the  aggi'cgate  to  $32,000  or  $2,000  uiiore  than  the 
bank's  capital.  Other  mani}>ulations  by  Cashier  Leimer  in- 
creased his  defalcation  to  a  total  of  about  $40,000,  rendering  the 
bank  insolvent.  J.  E.  Leimer  was  also  a  stockholder,  director 
and  vice-president  of  the  Montello  State  Bank,  located  in  the 
neighboring  city  of  Montello.  ITis  intimate  connection  with 
this  institutioii  enabled  hinii  to  foi^t  upon  it  alKmt  $17,200  of 
spurious  notes,  which  impaired  its  capital  and  necessitated  the 
closing  of  this  bank  also. 

Ihe  stockholdei's  in  the  jMontello  State  Bank  made  good  tlie 
shortage  and  the  bank  was  permitted  to  reo|x^n  on  Xoveml>er  r)th, 
1903. 

Princeton  State  Bank  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a,  receiver. 
With  tlie  aid  of  some  e$l 7,000  recovered  by  this  bank  from  J.  E. 
I>eimer  and  by  a  lieayv  assessnient  upmi  stocklioldei's  (the  assess- 
ment exceeding  tlie  legal  limit  of  100  per  cent.)  tlie  si i or t age 
was  made  good,  and  on  the  petition  of  a  large  majority  of  the 
creditors  and  vrith  the  consent  of  this  department,  the  receiver 
was  discharged  by  the  coui't  on  ])eoember  11th  and  Princeton 
State  Bank  was  permitted  to  resume  business  on  December  12th, 
1903.  The  statement  of  this  bank,  which  i^  embodied  in  this 
report,  is  dated  as  of  December  15 th,  1003,  and  shows  its  condi- 
tion three  days  after  sudi  resumption,  (lashier  J.  K.  Leimer 
was  ai^rested  on.  the  charg\>  of  forgery,  and  it  is  (>xpe(?ted  will  be 
brought  to  trial  at  tlie  January  term  of  the  circuit  court. 

The  tribulation  through  which  these  two  banks  jxissed  vividly 
illustrates  the  dangers  of  a.  ^"chaiii''  of  banks.  Both  were  at 
one  time  links  in  a  chain  of  about  a  do-zxMi  banks,  controlled  by 
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onel  man,  and  the  directors  of  both  early  became  accustomed  to 
being  directed  by  the  man  in  control  and  to  being  supplied  by 
him  with  promiscnoiis.  negotiable  instruments.  The  links  were 
severed  a  few  years  ago  and  the  Princeton  and  Montello  banks 
l)Ocanie  noniinally  inde[X3ndent.  Lcimer,  by  virtue  of  his  promi- 
nent connection  with  Ixith  banks,  practically  assumed  the  man- 
agement of  both,  and  lindertook  to  invest  the  funds  of  both,  and 
no  questions  were  asked,  all  concerned  lx>ing  by  this. time  well 
used  to  being  niled  by  one  man.  Only  under  such  conditions 
was  it  }X)ssible  to  fill  tlie  note  cases  of  the  two  banks  with  forged 
paper  without  detection  by  directors.  The  new  banking  law 
which  distinctly  imposes  upon  tlie  directoi-s  the  duty  of  manag- 
ing the  affairs  of  their  bank  will,  it  is  hoped,  put  an  effectual  end 
to  the  one-man-banking  plan. 


T.F.CrISLATl()?s^ 

The  legislature  of  1003  ]>a^sed  a  1^auking  law  known  ns  Cha|> 
ter  234,  Laws  of  1903,  and  entitled  ^^\n  Act  for  the  creation  of 
banks  and  for  the  regulation  and  supervision  of  tbe  banking 
business."  This  act  was  approved  ^lay  13th  and  was  published 
on  ]\[ay  15tli,  1003. 

Some  of  its  provisions,  notably  that  reipiiring  the  capital  of 
(^ach  bank  to  l)e  ]>aid  in,  in  full,  will  not  lx>  in  force  until  Yoly 
I'uary  1st,  1004.  Xevcn'theless,  on  the  strength  of  the  ex]K?ri- 
ence  afforded  since  the  ])assage  of  the  law,  I  feel  warranted  in 
sa villa*  that,  on  the  whole,  the  law  is  verv  satisfactorv.  Tt  is 
siiiliciently  liberal  not  to  hain]Kn*  l)anks  unnecessarily  in  their 
Ici^itimate  s])here  of  work.  Tt  is  strict  and  jj-ositive  where  regard 
for  the  intercsls  of  dc])osiiors  rc(iuires  rigid  adherence  to  estalv 
lislied  business  principles  and  methods.  Tt  is  sim]>le  enough, 
and  ])raclical.  Complaint  was  made  in  some  (puirters,  while  the 
h'll  was  j:cnding,  that  certain  of  its  provisions  were  drastic,  lie- 
cent.  (,'Vont<  j)rove  that  none  can  l»e  too  drastic  when  aimed  at  dis- 
hoDost  otlicial^.  The  chanter  ndatinir  to  mutual  saving's  l>anks 
<('cni<  to  he  an  ini|)i'ovcMnent.  on  the  old  law,  and  a  new  savings 
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bank — the  second  in  the  state — -was  organized  under  its  provi- 
sions. 

It  would  be  preposterous,  of  oourse,  to  claim  that  the  new  law 
is  perfect.  Like  all  new  statutes,  the  new  banking  law  is  de- 
fective in  some  respects  and  Avill  have  to  be  put  to  a  more  thor- 
ough test  before  all  of  its  imperfections  can  bo  revealed.  There 
is,  however,  one  provision  in  the  new  law  whicli  has  been  com- 
pletely oarrfed  out  -and  borne  fruit.  I  refer  to  Section  45 
which  abolished  private  banks.  There  are  no  private  banks  in 
Wisconsin  now.  ITo  person,  co-partnership,  or  coporation  not 
organized  under  the  banking  law  and  not  chartered  by  this  de- 
partnLent  is  permitted  to  use  the  name  "bank"  nor  its  derivatives, 
nor  any  other  name  indicating  that  such  person,  etc.,  is  con- 
ducting' the  business  of  banking.  The  result  of  this  prohibition 
cannot  be  overestimated.  While  it  was  always  conceded  by  this 
department  that  many  of  the  private  banks  of  Wisconsin,  while 
they  were  in  existence,  AVere  strong  and  irreproachable  institu- ' 
tions,  it  must  be  said  that  they  were  the  exceptions.  The  in- 
herent evils  of  private  banking,  as  pointed  out  in  previous  re- 
ports of  this  department,  were  so  many  and  so  weighty,  that  the 
people  of  Wisconsin  may  be  justly  congratulated  on  having  ef- 
fectually and,  it  is  ho|oed,  perm:anently  abolished  the  system. 

I^o  stronger  evidence  of  the  soundness  of  this  provision  could 
be  adduced  than  the  fact,  as  stated  heretofore,  that  practically  all 
of  the  private  banks  in  existence  on  May  ir)th,  the  day  of  the 
publication  of  the  law,  have  become  converted  into  state  banks 
\nthin  the  seventy-five  days  allowed  them  by  law  for  such  con- 
version; that  this  transition  took  effect  quietly,  not  the  least 
demonstration  of  excitement  or  disturbance  l>eing  p^erccptible ; 
and  that  these  same  banks  arc  now  enjoying,  if  anything,  a 
larger  measure  of  prosperity  than  before  such  conversion. 

IsTor  was  the  measure  anything  but  unpopular.  While  the  bill 
ivas  ]>ending,  there  was  some  spasmodic  opposition  to  it,  but  no 
concerted  action  developed  and  the  bill  eventually  received  the 
two-thirds  majority  of  votes  in  each  house,  taken  by  ayes  and 
nays,  as  required  by  the  constitution,  notwithstanding  the  bill 
was  put  upon  its  passage  during  the  last  week  of  the  session. 
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wlion  but  28  out  of  the  33  senators  and  but  76  out  of  the  100 
asseinblymeni  were  present. 

The  professional  pfess  of  the  country  and  the  leading  newB- 
]>apors  hare  eommented  very  favorably  upon  thisi  feature  of  our 
banking'  law.  Among'  others,  "The  Chicago  Banker"  in  its  is- 
sue of  August  6th,  1903,  speaks  as  follows : 

"Wisconsin  continues  to  be  foremost  in  many  things  re^ 
lating  to  banking  and  financial  law.  She  has  taken  a  step 
in  advance  of  all  of  her  neighboring  states,  including  Mich- 
igan, in  matters  relating  to  bank  ins]')ection  and  bank  regu- 
lation." 

"A  new  law  was  passed  in  May  of  this  year,  and  will  go 
into  full  effect  the  fii'st  day  of  Septemlx^r.  Sweeping 
changes  have  been  made  in  a  dii^ect  line  with  those  freely 
recommended  for  Illinois  in  tlie  columns  of  the  Chicago 
Banker.  Private  banks  have  l)een  yjractically  legislated 
out  of  existence.  Tender  the  old  law  they  were  subject  to 
inspection  by  a  l)ank  (examiner,  and  compelled  to  make  re- 
]X>rts  at  stated  times.  After  Septeml)or  first  the  law  directs 
that  they  shall  l)ecome  incorjjorated  banks  or  absolutely 
cease  the  banking  business."     ''^' .    ^     * 

"The  banking  committee  of  the  Wisconsin  legislature  is    . 
l)eing  conjin'atulated  by  bankers  all  over  the  state  upon  the 
])assaG^^  of  the  wv\x  law  which  so  soon  goes  into  full  ef- 
fect."    *     ^     * 

Tn  ]X)inte(l  contrast  to  its  strong  f(»!atures,  the  banking  law  is 
}>urdened  with  at  least  two  ])'rovisions,  which,  even  at  this  early 
stage,  m,ay  l.e  unhe^^itatingly  pronounced  weak ;  indeed  they  were 
kn.own  to  be  weak  while  the  bill  was  pending.  Beference  is 
had  to  the  sec»tion  ]>ermitting  banks  in  communities  of  less  than 
1,500  inhabitants  to  incor]ionite  with  a  minimum  capital  of 
$5,000.00 :  and  to  tlie  section  intended  to  limit  the  size  of  loans. 

1.  The  o-riginal  bill  ])rovided  for  a  minimum  ca]>ital  of  $10,- 
000  for  banks  in  small  viUages.  Owing  to  strong  o]>]X)sition  in 
certain  (jnart<'rs,  this  was  reduced  to  $5,000  by  way  of  com- 
promis(^  AVithout  entering  at  this  time  into  a  full  discussion 
of  the  demerits  of  su(*h  reduction,  T  am  constrained  to  say  that, 
in  my  o]Hnion,  such  diminutive  capitalization  cannot  but  work 
hann. 
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2.  The  law  (Section  27,  Chapter  2)  limits  the  size  of  loans 
to  any  person,  oo-partnership  or  eorpora.tion,  etc.,  to  thirty  per 
cent  of  the  amiount  of  capital  and  surplus  of  such  bank.  Tliis 
is  not  only  a  sound  provision,  but  a  liberal  one  as  well.  How- 
ever, a  loopihole  was  opened  in  this  section  of  the  law  by  a  fur- 
ther provision  "that  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  directors,  the 
liabilities  of  any  person,  oo-partnership  or  corporation  may  be 
increased  to  a  total  simi  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  tbe  capital . 
and  Siurplus  of  such  bank,  upon  approved  security." 

A  bank,  then,  may  loan  money  in  amountsi  each  equal  to  its 
combined  capital  and  surplus,  to  several  customers  simultaneously 
and  place  its  entire  capital  and  surplus  in  jeopardy  more  than 
once  at  any  period.  Tims  the  danger  line  is  reached.  For,  no 
argument  is  needed  to  show  that,  the  ever  possible  failure  of  any 
party  thus  favored  by  an  excessive  loan  will  embarrass  the  l>ank 
to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  dojiending  upon  tlie  diaracter  and 
availability  of  the  security. 

The  banking  act  of  1852  was  silent  on  this  subject.     In  the 
absence  of  all  restrictions,  some  bankers  made  it  a  practice  to' 
make  loans  without  limit;  at  times,  indeed,  peraiitting  the  loan 

• 

to  one  party  to  exceed  the  totiil  amount  of  tlie  capital  and  surplus 
of  the  bank.  It  would  without  douUt  disturb  business  consider- 
ably to  enact  and  enforce  a  law  which  wo'uld  suddenly  place 
radical  restrictions  in  this  resi>ect  upon  banks.  Thie  regard  for 
existing  conditions  dictated  caution.  The  provision  of  the  Na- 
tional Banking  Act  which  limits  the  loans  to  any  party  to  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  capital  of  the  bank,  could  not  well  serve  as  a 
criterion.  This  provision  undoubtedly  holds  good  in  the  case 
of  city  banks.  In  a  measure  it  compels  them  to  increase  their 
capital.  But  it  was  not  deemed  just  nor  necessaiy  toi  ap]>ly  a 
similar  rigid  rule  to  state  banks,  a  majority  whereof  are  located 
in  rural  com.munities  which  are  more  cousei-vativo  and  far  less 
l^rone  to  panics.  Therefore  a  vastly  more  lil>eral  yet  reasonable 
limitation  was  emlx>diod  in  the  original  draft  of  the  banking 
bill.  That  this  limitation  was  eventually  extended  to  its  present 
proportions    is     a    source    of    grave    apprehension     to    this 
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department.  .Fortunately,  by  far  the  largest  number  of  banks 
do  business  wdthout  ever  approaching"  the  Hmit^  and  only  a  small 
number  of  them,  by  reascn  of  exceptional  local  conditions,  avail 
themselves  continually  or  periodically  of  the  full  scope  of  the 
freedom  thus  granted  by  law.  Tt  \^  believed  that,  beyond  imr 
pelling  the  few  banks  refoiTod  to  to  increase  their  capital,  no 
hardship  would  result  from  still  further  confining  the  size  of 
such  loans. 

While  on  thie  subject  of  legislation,  I  cannot  refrain  from 
mentioning  that,  since  the  State  makes  it  its  business  to  super- 
vise banks  and  building  and  loan  associations,  it  would  be  not 
more  than  right  to  extend  such  supervision  to  other  institutions 
which  make  it  their  business  to  receive  deposits  and  to  handle 
other  people's  money.  I  refer  particularly  to  tnist  companies, 
so-called,  which  are  not  given  "the  right  *  *  -s^-  to  buy  or 
sell  bank  exchange  or  do  a  banking  bu^^incss,"  (Section  lYOlgr, 
Wisconsin  Statutes  1898)  but  which,  nevertheless,  encroach  upon 
the  business  of  banking  to  the  extent  of  recc-iving  savings  and 
time  deposits.  It  would  te  but  consistent  to  place  them  under 
like  supei-vision  and  examination.

BANKING    LAWS   OF  1903. 


■'Ko.  179,  S.]  [Published  May  15,  1903. 

C  HAPTER  234. 

AN  ACT  for  the  creation  of  banks  and  for  tke  regulation  and 
supervision  of  tiie  banking  business. 

The  people  of  ilu*  statn  of  Wiscombi  represented  iti  senate  and 
assembly  do  enact  as  follows: 

(^HAPTER  I. 

BAXKIXG  DKrARTMENT. 

Department  established.  Section  1.  There  is  hei-ebv  estab- 
lished in  this  state  a  bankina'  (le}>ai'tnient.,  which  shall  have 
charge  of  tlie  excxMition  of  the  laws  relating  to  banks  and  the 
banking  business  in  tliis  state.  Such  department  shall  be 
designated  as  the  state  l>anking  dejwrtnient,  and  shall  be  under 
the  management  and  control  oi  a  chief  officer  avIio  shall  be 
called  the  commi^^sioner  of  banking. 

Commissioner;  deputy;  examiners;  clerks,  wSectidx  2.  The 
oomjnissioner  of  banking  shall  be  a])pointe(l  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  and  shall  hold 
his  office  for  \\w  term  nf  tivc  vcnrs  and  until  his  successor  shall 
have  been  apjxjinted  and  (jualitied,  nnless  sooner  removed  by 
the  governor,  for  good  canse,  and  Ijv  an<l  with  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  senate.  The  commissioner  of 
banking  may  a]>]ioint  a  deputy,  and  nn'oke  such  ap|>ointment 
at  plea.sure;  provided,  that  no  ])erson  shall  l)e  eligible^  for  the 
office  of  commissioner  of  banking,  or  de]>uty,  without  first,  hav- 
ing kad  at  least  three  years'  actual  ]n'actical  ex]KU"ience  in  the 
general  banking  business,  cu*  scitcmI  for  a  like  jwriod  in  the  bank- 
ing department  of  this  or  s<^«ne  other  state. 

Such  de]>uty  shall  ]>c>ssess  all  powers,  and  p(M*form  the  du- 
ties attached  to  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  banking  dw^r- 
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ing  a  vacancy  in  such  offilce  and  during  the  absence  Or  inabilitv 
of  his  principal.  The  commissioner  of  banking  may  also  em- 
ploy from  time  to  time,  such  examiners,  not  exceeding  three, 
and]  clerks,  not  exceeding  two,  to  assist  him  and  his  deputy,  in 
the  discharge  of  the  several  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this 
act  as  he  shall  find  necessary.  The-  salary  of  the  commissioner 
of  banking  shall  be  tliree  tliousand  dollars  per  annum.  The 
sala,ry  of  the  deputy  shall  be  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum; 
the  salar)^  of  such  examiners  shall  be  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
per  anniun,  and  the  salary  of  such  clerks  as  may  be  employed 
shaJl  be  at  such  a  rate  per  annum  as  the  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing shall  decide,  not,  however,  to  exceed  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars for  one  and  twelve  l^indred  dollars  for  the  other,  provided, 
that  whenever  it  may  become  necessary  for  the  conunissioner 
of  banking  to  take  charge  of  any  bank  in,  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 24  of  this  act  he  may  appoint  such  additional  examiners 
as  he  miay  deem,  necessary  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section 
24.  The  salaries  of  the  commissioner  of  banking,  deputy,  ex- 
aminers and  clerks  shall  lx>  paid  monthly  by  the  state  treasurer, 
upon  a  voucher  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  state. 
Vouchers  for  the  deputy's,  the  exa.miners'  and  clerks'  salaries 
must  be  first  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  banking.  All 
actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  said  commissioner  of 
banking,  deputy,  examiners,  or  clerks,  incurred  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  shall  be  fully  itemized  upon  proj^r  voudiers 
and  certified  to  the  secretarv  of  state.  If  allowed,  the  secre- 
tary  of  state  shall  issue  his  warrant  and  the  state  treasurer  shall 
pay  the  amoimt  of  such  expenses.  Within  fifteen  days  from 
the  notice  of  their  appointment,  respectively,  the  commissioner 
of  banking,  his  deputy,  and  the  examiners,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and  file 
the  same  in,  the  office  of  the  secretarv  of  state.  The  said  com- 
missionor  of  banking  and  his  deputy  shall  each  give  to  the  peo- 
ple of  this  state  a  bond  in  the  ]:enal  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  Avith  two  or  more  sureties,  or  a  surety  company,  to  be 
approved  by  the  governor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices.  The  examiners  shall 
each,  in  like  manner,  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars.  There  shall  be  assigTied  to  said  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing suitable  rooms  in  the  state  capitol  for  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  said  department.  All  necessary  stationery,  printing, 
and  supplies  shall  be  furnished  to  the  state  banking  department 
upon  requisition  therefor,  in  like  manner,  as  other  state  depart- 
J22e/7f^ /?2*e  now  supplied. 
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Seal.  Sectiox  3.  Tlio  e<>imni?sioner  of  banking  shall  de- 
vise a  seal  for  the  use  of  his  office,  Avliicli  shall  continue  to  be 
the  seal  of  said  department.  A  description  of  the  seal,  with 
an  impression,  thereof,  shall  l)o  filed  in  the  f>ffice  of  the  seci'etaiy 
of  state. 

Powers  conferred  on  commissioner.  Sectiox  4.  It  shall  l>e 
the  duty  of  the  coninii^sioner  of  baixkinfr,  and  he  shall  have  the 
power*  by  himself,  his  deputy,  or  by  any  examiner  he  may  ap- 
point for  that  pirposc',  to  examine  at  least  once  in  each  year  the 
cash,  bills,  oolla.terals,  secnrities,  books  of  accovmt,  condition 
and  affairs  of  each  bank,  and  mntnal  savinirs  bank  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  excejit  national  banks.  For  that  purpose  he 
may  examine  on  oath  any  of  the  officers.,  owners,  agents,  clerks, 
customers  or  depositors  thereof,  touching  the  affairs  and  busi- 
ness of  such  institution.  The  commisv^^ioner  of  banking  shall  ex- 
amine, or  cause  to  1x3  examined,  any  bank  when  requestxxl  by 
the  board  of  directors  of  such  bank.  The  commissioner  of 
banking  shall  also  ascertain  whether  s^uch  bank  transacts  its 
business  at  the  place  designated  in  the  articles  of  incorporation, 
and  whether  its  business  is  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law.  Such  conimissioner  of  banking  may,  iu  the  perfonu- 
anoeof  his  official  duties,  issue  sub]")oenas  and  administer  oaths; 
porovided,  that  in  case  of  any  refusal  to  oliey  a  subpoena  issued 
by  himi  or  his  de]uity  such  refusal  shall  Ix'/  at  once  reported  to 
the  circuit  court  of  the  circuit  in  which  the  bank  is  located 
and  said  court  shall  enforce  olx}dience  to  such  subpoena  in  the 
nuaoner  provided  by  law  for  enforcing  olx?dience  to  the  sub- 
poenas of  said  court. 

Annual  examination  fees.  Skcttox^  5.  Every  bank  doing 
business  under  this  act  shall  l)c  required  to  juay  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  banking  an  annual  examination  fee,  which  shall  he 
for  any  bank  having  a  combined  capital  and  sui7>lus  of  less 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  ien  dollars;  of  less  than 
forty  thousand  dollars,  fifteen  dollars;  of  less  than  fifty  thou- 
sand .dollars,  twenty  dollars ;  and  for  any  other  amount  in  ex- 
cess of  fiftv  thousand  dollars,  twentv-five  dollars.  Provided, 
that  such  fee  shall  be  remitted  bv  all  sudi  banks  di recti v  to  the 
oommiissionjer  of  banking,  on  or  l>eforo  the  first  dav  of  June, 
1904,  and  each  and  evorv  vear  thereafter.  If  such  fee  l>e  not 
paid  upon  deraiand  therefor,  when  due,  the  commissioner  of 
banking  shall  institute  action  in  the  name  of  the  state  against 
such  delinquent  banks  for  the  recovery  of  tlie  amount  thereof. 
All  such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  coiimim\c>TVQ:x  oi.  Vy'iicc^Ya^NxXs^

the  state  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund.  Provided 
that  banks  examined  after  the  appiroval  and  publication  of  this 
act,  and  before  the  first  Monday  of  July,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three,  shall  pay  such  fees  as  heretofore  provided 
in  section  2023ni,  statutes  of  1898. 

Not  to  disclose  information.  Section  6.  No  commissioner 
of  banking,  deputy  or  exaaniner  shall  examine  a  bank  in  which 
he  is  interested  as  stockholder,  oiRoer,  employee  or  otherwise. 
No  ooanimissioaer  of  banking,  deputy  or  examiner  shall  ex- 
amine a  bank  located  in  the  same  village,  city  or  county  ^vith 
any  bank  in  which  he  is  interested  as  stockholder,  officer,  em- 
ployee or  otherwise.  The  commissioner  of  banking,  his  dep- 
uty, and  every  clerk  in  his  depairtment,  shall  be  bound  by  oath 
to  keep  secret  all  of  the  facts  and  information  obtained  in  the 
course  of  such  examinations,  except  so  far  as  the  public  duty  of 
such  officer  requires  him  to  report  upon  or  take  special  action 
regarding  the  affairs  of  any  bank  and  except  when  called  as  a 
witness  in  any  criminal  proceeding  or  trial  in  a  court  of  jus- 
tice. If  any  commissioner  of  banking,  deputy,  examiner  or 
clerk  in  such  department  shall  disclose  the  name  of  any  debtor 
of  any  bank,  ox  anything  relative  to  the  private  accounts  or 
transaction!  of  such  bank,  or  shall  disclose  any  fact  obtained  in 
th«  course  of  his  examination  of  any  bank,  except  as  herein 
provided,  he  shall  be  subject,  upon  conviction  thereof,  to  for- 
feiture of  his  office,  and  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  not  lees 
than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  impirisonmient  in  the  state  prison  not  less  than  six  months 
nor  more  than  twO'  years,  or  to-  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

When  capital  impaired,  duty  of  commissioner.  Section  7. 
Whenever  the  commissioner  of  banking  shall  become  satisfied 
that  the  capital  of  any  bank  is  impaired  or  reduced  below  the 
amount  required  by  law  or  the  articles  of  incorporation,  or  be- 
low the  amount  certified  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  as 
paid  in,  he  shall  have  the  power  to  require  such  bank  imder 
his  hand  and  seal  of  office  to  make  good  such  impairment  or  de- 
ficiency. It  'any  bank  shall  refuse  or  fail  for  sixty  days  after 
written  notice  to  make  good  such  impairment  of  its  capital, 
the  commissioner  of  banking  mav  communicate  the  facts  to  the 
attorney  general,  whose  duty  it  shall  then  become  to  institute 
proceedings  for  tlie  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  said  bank  to 
wind  up  its  business.  In  any  case,  where  the  capital  of  a  bank 
shall  have  l)ecome  impaired  or  reduced  below  the  amount  re- 
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quired  by  law  or  the  artioles  of  incorporation,  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  sueh  bank  shall  have  the  powier  to  make  a  piro  rata 
aseessnient  upon  all  of  the  stock  of  said  bank  to  make  good  sudi 
deficiency,  and  may  provide  that  the  amount  of  such  deficiency 
shall  be  due  and  payable  at  a  time  td  be  fixed  by  such  board  of 
directors,  which  time  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  days  after  no- 
tice of  said  assess-ment;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or 
n^lect  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  assessment  against  his  sto<^ 
for  ten  days  after  the  same  shall  have  becomie  so  due  and  pay- 
able, the  directors  of  such  bank  may  offer  said  stock  for  sale^ 
and  sell  the  same  at  public  sale  upon  ten  days^  notice  to  be.  given 
by  porting  copies  of  such  notice  of  sale  in  five  public  places  in 
the  town,  village  or  city  where  such  bank  ia  located.  Upon 
such  sale  the  purchaser  shall  forthwith  pay  the  amount  of  the 
assessment  against  said  stock.  The  amount  received  from  the 
sale  of  said  stock,  less  the  cost  and  expenses  of  said  sale,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  original  owner  of  such  stock. 

When  bank  insolvent.  Section  8.  Qni  becoming  satisfied 
that  any  bank  has  unlawfully  refused  to  pay  itsi  depositors  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  on  which  such  deposits  were  received, 
or  that  any  bank  has  become  insolvent,  the  commissioner  of 
banking  may  forthwith  take  possession  of  the  books,  records 
and  assets  of  every  description  of  such  bank,  and  hold  the  same, 
and  such  books,  records  and  assets  shall  not  be  subject  to  any 
levies  or  attachments  until  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
can  be  applied  to  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  for  smeh 
bank,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  shall  take  possession 
of  the  books,  records  and  assets^  of  every  description,  collect  all 
debts,  dues  and  claims,  and  sell  or  compound  all  doubtful  debts, 
and  sell  all  real  and  personal  property  on  such  terms  as  the  court 
shall  direct.  S!uch  receiver  shall  pay  over  all  money  by  him 
received  under  the  order  of  the  court. 

Duty  of  receiver.  Section  9.  Receivers  of  all  insolvent 
banks  shall  make  reports  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  required  of  other  banks  at  least  once  each 
year  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  commissioner  of  banking. 
Any  receiver  of  an  insolvent  bank  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  submit  the 
affairs  of  such  bank  to  an  examination  by  the  oo-mmissioner  of 
banking,  his  deputy  or  examiner,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  examination  of  banks, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  provided  for  oflScers  or 
employees  of  banks. 
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'  Liability  of  stockholders,  when  collected.  Section  10.  I£ 
after  the  expiration  of  oiie  year  from  the  closing  of  any  incor- 
porated bank  it  shall  appear  to  the  receiver  thereof  £hat  the 
assets  of  such  bank  are  insufficient  to  pay  its  liabilities,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  receiver  to  immediately  institute  proper 
proceedings,  in  the  nanoe  of  the  bank,  for  the  collection  of  the 
liability  of  the  stockholders  of  such  bank ;  all  sums  so  collected 
to  become  a  part  of  the  assets  of  such  bank,  and  to  be  distrib- 
uted pro  rata  to  the  creditors  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  funds.  No  action  by  any  creditor  against  any  stockholder 
of  such  bank  for  the  recovery  of  such  liability  shall  be  maintained 
unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  the  re- 
ceiver has  failed  to  commence  action  as  herein  provided.

Books  and  accounts.  Section  11.  Whenever  it  shall  ap^ 
pear  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  that  any  bank  does  not 
keep  books  and  accounts  in  such  maimer  as  to  enable  him  to 
readily  ascertain  the  true  condition  of  such  bank,  he  shall  have 
power  to  require  the  officers  of  such  bank  or  any  of  them,  to 
open  and  keep  such  books  or  accounts  as  he  may  in  his  discre- 
tion determine  and  prescribe  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  accurate 
and  convenient  records  of  the  transactions  and  accounts  of  such 
bank.  Any  bank  that  refuses  or  neglects  to  open  and  keep  such 
books  or  accounts,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  of 
banking,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day 
it  neglects  and  fails  to  open  and  keep  such  prescribed  books  and 
accounts. 

Location  of  bank,  how  removed.  Section  12.  In  the  event 
that  any  two  banks  shall  be  doing  business  in  the  same  building, 
upon  the  same  floor,  and  in  such  close  proximity  as  to  interfere 
with  the  proper  examination  of  either  bank,  the  commissioner 
of  banking  may  require  either  of  said  banks  to  remove  its  bank- 
ing office  to  some  other  location  within  such  reasonable  time  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  commissioner  of  banking. 

Attorney  general,  duty  of.  Section  13.  All  proceedings 
by  any  bank  to  enjoin  the  commissioner  of  banking  in  the  disr- 
charge  of  his  duties  shall  be  had  in  the  county  where  said  bank 
is  located,  or  in  the  supreme  court  ofi  this  state.  All  suits  and 
proceedings  arising  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  which 
the  state,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  agents  shall  be  parties,  shall  be 
conducted  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  thevattomey 
general. 
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Copies  as  evidence.  SECxioisr  14.  Copies  of  all  records  and 
papers  in  the  office  of  the  commdssioner  of  banking,  certified 
by  him  and  authenticated  by  his  seal  of  office,  shall  be  evidence 
ill  all  cases  equally  and  of  like  effect  as  the  original. 

Annual  report.  SECTioisr  15.  During  the  month  of  De- 
cember of  each  year,  the  commissioner  of  banking  shall  make 
an  annual  report  to  the  governor  of  the"  st^te,  which  re- 
port shall  be  published  and  shall  exhibit  the  condition  of  the 
various  banks  of  the  state  as  of  the  day  of  the  last  report  made 
to  the  conimissioner  of  banking  by  such  banks ;  and  such  re- 
port shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  every  bank 
from  which  reports  have  been  received,  with  an,  abstract  of  the 
whole  amiount  of  capital  returned  by  them,  the  whole  amount 
of  their  liabilities,  the  total  amount  of  resources,  and  specify- 
ing the  amount  of  lawful  money  held  by  banks  at  the  time  of 
their  several  returns,  and  shall  give  a  tabulated  statement  of 
the  resources  and  liabilities  of  each  bank,  and  such  other  in- 
formation as  in  his  judgment  may  be  required.  Such  report 
shall  also  contain  a  statement  of  the  banks  whose  business  has 
been  closed  during  the  year,  the  amount  of  their  resources  and 
liabilities,  and  the  amount  paid  to  the  creditors  thereof;  also 
a  statement  of  any  banks  organized  during  the  year ;  and  shall 
also  give  a  list  of  the  stockholders,  their  residence,  and  the  amount 
of  stock  held  by  each,  and  the  names  of  the  directors  and  offi- 
cers of  each  bank.  He  shall  also  report  the  names  and  comipen- 
sation  of  the  clerks  employed  by  him,  and  the  whole  amount  of 
the  expense  of  the  banking  department  during  the  year  preced- 
ing. 


CHAPTER  II. 

STATE  BANKS. 

Capital  stock.  Section  1.  Any  number  of  adult  residents 
of  Wisconsin,  not  less  than  three,  may  associate  to  establish  a 
bank  under  this  chapter  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  and 
subject  to  the  liabilities  presordbed  in  this  act..  The  aggregate 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  'any  bank  shall  not  be  less  than 
five  thousand  dollars  in  towns,  villages  or  cities  having  less 
than  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants ;  and  shall  not  be  less  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  in  towns,  villages  or  cities  having  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  and  less  than  thirty-five  hundred  inhabitants, 
and  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  any  vil- 
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lage  or  city  having  more  tlmii!  thirty-five  hundred  and  less  than 
:five  thousand  inhabitants,  and  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars  in  any  city  having  more  than  five  thousand  and 
less  than  ten  thousand  inhabitants,  and  shall  not  be  less  than 
fifty  thousand  dollars  in  any  city  having  more  than  ten  thou- 
sand inhabitants,  according  to  the  last  oflGicial  census.  Pro- 
vided, that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  incorporated  state 
banks  nowi  in  existence. 

Provided,  that  in  any  city,  having  a  population  of  twenty  thou- 
sand or  more  in  which  there  is  or  may  hereafter  be  one  or 
more  suburbs,  each  such  suburb  comprising  one  or  more  wards 
of  said  city,  and  in  which  suburb  or  suburbs  there  is  or  may 
hereafter  be  located  any  bank  or  banks,  the  aggregate  amount  of 
the  capital  stock  of  any  such  bank  shall  be  based  upon  the  pop- 
ulation of  the  ward  in  which  said  bank  is  located.  Every 
bank  incorporaticd  under  this  chapter  shall  be  known  as  a  state 
bank. 

Articles  of  incorporation,  contents  of.  Section  2.  The  per- 
sons so  associating  shall  make,  sign  and  acknowledge  written 
articles  of  incorporation  containing :  ' 

First.  A  declaration  that  they  associate  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  a  banking  corporation  under  this  act 

Second.  The  name  of  such  bank.  S^ch  namei  shall  be  in 
no  material  respect  similar  to  the  name  of  any  other  bank  in 
the  same  county,  excepting  banks  heretofore  organized. 

Third.     Thel  particular  village,    town  or  city    and  county 
where  such  bank  is  to  be  located. 

Fourth.  The  amount  of  capital  stock,  which  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  excepting  banks  hereto- 
fore organized. 

Fifth.  The  period  for  which  such  bank  is  organized,  not 
exceeding  fifty  years. 

Articles  of  incorporation,  where  filed.  Section  3.  Such 
original  articles  of  incorporation,  or  a  true  copy  thereof,  veri- 
fied  as  such  by  the  affidavit  of  two  of  the  siigners  thereof  shall 
l^  filed  with  the  commissioner  of  banking.  A  like  verified 
copy  and  certificate  of  the  commissioner  of  banking,  showing 
the  date  when  such  articles  were  filed  and  approved  by  the  com- 
missioner of  banking,  within  thirty  days  of  such  filing  and  ap^ 
proval,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds 
of  tlio  county  in  which  such  banking  corporation  is  located, 
and  no  bank  shall,  until  such  articles  be  left  for  record,  have 
legal  existence.

Powers  of  state  banks.  Section  4.  Upon  making  and  fil- 
ing of  tbe  article®  of  incorporation  the  bank  shall  become  a  body 
corporate  and  as  such  shall  have  the  following  powers : 

First.  Tb  make  all  contracts  necessary  and  proper  to  effect 
its  purpose  and  conduct  its  business. 

Second.  To  sue  and  be  sued,  to  appear  and  defend  in  all 
actions  and  proceedings  under  its  corporate  name  to  the  same 
extent  as  a  natural  person. 

Tlhird.  To  have  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure. 

Fourth.  To  elect  or  appoint  all  necessary  officers,  agents 
and  servants,  define  their  duties  and  obligations,  fix  their  com- 
pensation, dismiss  them:,  fill  vacancies,  and  require  bonds. 

Fifth.  To  make,  amend  and  repeal  by-laws  and  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  wdth  law,  or  its  articles  of  organization,  for  its 
own  government,  for  the  orderly  conduct  of  its  affairs  and  the 
management  of  its'  property,  for  determining  the  manner  of 
calling  and  conducting  its  meetings,  the  tenure  of  office  of  its 
several  officers;  and  such  others  as  shall  be  necessary  or  con- 
venient for  the  accomplishment  of  its  purpose. 

Sixth.  To  exercise,  by  its  directors,  duly  authorized  offi- 
cers, or  agents,  all  such  powers  as  shall  be  usual  in  candying 
on  the  business  of  banking ;  by  buying,  discounting  and  negoti- 
ating promissory  notes,  bonds,  drafts,  bills  of  exchange,  foreign 
and  domestic  and  other  evidences  of  debt;  by  receiving  com- 
mercial and  savings  deposits  under  such  regulations  as  it  may 
establish ;  by  buying  and  selling  coin  and  bullion,  and  by  buy- 
ing and  selling  exchange,  foreign  and  domestic;  issuing  letters 
of  credit,  and  by  loaning  money  on  personal  or  real  security,  as 
provided  hereinafter. 

Business,  not  to  be  transacted.  Sectiox  5.  Xo  bank  shall 
transact  any 'business,  except  such  as  is  incidental  or  necessarily 
preliminary  to  its  organization,  until  it  has  lx?en  regnlarlv 
authorized  by  the  commissioner  of  banking  to  conimence  the 
business  of  banking. 

Subscriptions  to  stock,  how  taken.  Sectiox  (J.  The  sul>- 
scriptions  to  the  capital  stock  and  the  direction  of  the  affairs 
of  the  cor]X).ratiou  prior  to  the  election  of  directors,  shall  be  in 
oonfonnity  with  the  statutes  of  the  state  relating  to  corpora- 
tions regulating  such  matters,  so  far  as  applicable. 

Certificate  of  authority,  when  granted.  Sectiox  7.  When- 
ever ai-ticlcs  of  incorporation  are  filed  ^vith  the  commissioner 
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of  banking*,  as  herein  provided,  and  the  bank  transmitting  the 
same  notifies  the  commissioner  of  banking  that  its  capdtal  has 
beeen  duly  paid  in^  in  cash,  and  that  such  bank  has  complied 
^vith  all  the  pix)Adsions  of  this  act  required  before  the  bank  shall 
be  authorized  to  commence  business,  the  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing shall  examine  into  the  condition  of  such  bank,  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  capital  has  been  fully  paid  in,  the  name  and 
place  of  residence  of  each  of  its  directors,  and  whether  such 
bank  has  complied  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  law  required, 
to  entitle  it  to  engage  in  the  business  of  banking.  If  upon 
such  examination  it  appears  that  such  bank  is  lawfully  entitled 
to  commence  business,  the  commissioner  of  banking  shall  forth- 
with give  to  such  bank  a  certificate,  under  his  hand  and  official 
seal,  that  such  bank  is  authorized  to  commence  businesa  -  If 
the  said  commissioner  of  banking  has  reason  to  believe  that  the 
stockholders  have  formed  the  same  for  any  other  than  the  legiti- 
mate business  contemplated  by  this  act,  he  may,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  attorney  general,  withhold  the  certifi- 
cate herein  mentioned. 

Publication  of  certificate.  Section  8.  Tlie  bank  shall  cause 
the  certificate  issued  hereunder  to  be  published  in  some  news- 
paper printed  in  the  village,  city  or  county  where  such  bank 
is  located,  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  certificate. 
If  no  ne^vspaper  is  published  in  such  county,  then  such  publi- 
cation shall  be  made  at  the  nearest  county  seat.  Proof  of  pub- 
lication shall  be  filed  with  the  commissioner  of  banking. 

Board  of  directors.  Section  9.  The  affairs  of  the  bank 
shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  not  less  than  three  directors,  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  Wisconsin  and  shall  be 
elected  by  the  stockholders  and  hold  offi'ce  for  one  year  and  un- 
til their  successors  have  been  elected  and  have  qualified.  A 
majority  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction,  of  business ;  provided,  that  when  the  num- 
ber of  directoi's  shall  exceed  nine,  they  may,  once  in  six  months, 
designate  by  resolution  nine  members,  any  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum.  In  the  first  instance,  the  directors  shall 
be  elected  at  a  meeting  held  before  the  bank  is  authorized  to 
commence  business  by  the  commissioner  of  banking,  and  after- 
wards at  the  annual  meeting  of  the. stockholders  to  be  held  dur- 
ing the  month  of  July  or  January ;  and  if  for  any  reason  an 
election  is  not  had  at  that  meeting,  it  may  be  held  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  of  which  due  notice  shall 
be  given  as  provided  in  the  by-laws  of  such  bank.     Every  di- 
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rector  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will  diligently 
and  honestly  perfornii  his  duty  in  such  offiiee,  and  will  not  know- 
ingly violate  or  permit  a  violation  of  any  provision,  of  this  act ; 
that  he  is  the  owner  in  good  faith  of  stock  in  the  bank,  stand- 
ing in  his  name  on  the  books  of  the  bank.  Such  oath  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  and-  filed  in  his 
oflSice.  Any  vacancy  in  the  lx)ard  of  directors  shall  be  filled 
by  the  board,  and  the  directors  so  appointed  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next  election.  The  officers  of  the  bank  shall  be  elected 
by  the  board  of  directors  and  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  and 
uintil  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  imless  sooner 
removed  by  the  board  of  directors. 

Duty  of  examining  committee.  Section  10.  The  board  of 
directors  of  each  bank  shall  annually  appoint  from  its  mem- 
bers or  stockholders  an  examining  committee,  whose  duties  it 
shall  be  to  examine  the  condition,  of  the  bank  at  least  once  every 
six  months,  or  oftener,  if  required.  The  examining  committee 
shall  report  to  the  lx>ard,  giving  in  detail  all  items  included  in 
the  assets  of  the  bank  w^iich  they  have  reason,  to  believe  are  not 
of  the  value  at  wdiich  they  appear  on  the  books  and  records  of 
the  bank,  and  giving  the  value  of  each  of  such  items  as  in  their 
judgment  they  may  have  determined.  The  board  shall  cause 
said  report  to  be  recorded  in  the  minute  books  of  the  bank,  and 
a  duly  authenticated  co]\v  thereof  transmitted  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  banking. 

Stock  book.  Section  11.  Every  bank  shall  keep  a  stock 
book,  whiclii  shall  at  all  times  during  the  usual  hours  for  trans- 
acting business,  l)e  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  officers,  di- 
rectors and  stockholders  of  the  bank.  Such  stock  l>ook  shall 
show  the  name,  residence  and  number  of  shares  held  bv  each 
stockholder.  A  refusal  bv  the  officers  of  such  bank  to  exhibit 
such  book  to  any  person  rightfully  demanding  inspection  there- 
of, shall  subject  such  officer  to  a  forfeiture  of  fifty  dollars.  In 
all  actions,  suits  and  proceedings  such  l)ook  shall  be  ]>resump- 
tive  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

Stockholders'  right  to  vote.  Section  12.  At  all  stockhold- 
ers' meetings  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  owner  of  rec- 
ord to  one  vote.  A  stockholder  mav  vote  at  anv  meeting'  of  the 
stockhokkrs  by  proxy. 

Articles  may  be  amended.  Section  18.  A  bank  may  amend 
its  articles  of  association  in  anv  manner  not  inconsistent  with 
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the  provisions  of  law,  at  any  time,  by  a  vote  of  its  stockholders 
representing  two-thirds  of  the  capital  stock,  such  vote  to  be 
taken  at  a  meeting  called  for  Ijiat  purpose.  Sfuch  amendment^ 
certified  by  the  president  and  cashier,  shall  be  filed  as  required 
for  articles'  of  incorporation.  Unless  the  required  surplus  will 
permit,  no  increase;  of  capital  shall  be  valid  until  the  amount 
thereof  has  been  subscribed  and  actually  paid  in.  No  reduc- 
tion of  capital  shall  be  made  to  a  less  amount  than  is  required 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  capital,  nor  be  valid  or  war- 
rant the  cancellation  of  stock  certificates  or  diminish  the  per- 
sonal liability  of  stockholders,  until  such  reduction  has  been 
approved  by  the  commissioner  of  banking,  Slich  approval 
must  be  based  upon  a  finding  by  him  that  the  security  of  the 
existing  creditors  will  not  be  impaired  by  the  proposed  reduc- 
tion. 

Eeal  estate,  for  what  purposes  held.  Secttox  14.  A  bank 
may  purchase,  hold  and  convey  real  estate  for  the  following  pur-* 
poses  only: 

First.  Such  as  shall  be  necessarv  for  the  convenient  trans- 
action  of  its  business,  including  with  its  banking  offices  other 
apartments  to  rent  as  source  of  income.  X'o  bank  shall  invest 
in  a  banking  office,  including  apartments  connected  therewith, 
a  sum  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  its  capital  and  surplus ; 
provided,  that  this  limitation  shall  not  apply  to  the  present 
holdings  of  banks  now  doing  business. 

Second.  Such  as  shall  be  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of 
debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  business. 

Third.  Such  as  it  shall  purchase  at  sale  on  judgments,  de- 
crees, or  mortgage  foreclosures  under  securities  held  by  it,  but 
a  bank  shall  not  bid  at  such  sale  a  larger  amount  than  is  neces- 
sarv to  satisf  V  its  debts  and  costs. 

Fourth.  'No  real  estate  acquired  in  the  cases  contemplated 
in  the  second  and  third  subdivisions  preceding,  shall  be  held 
for  a  longer  time  than  five  years,  exce|>t.  an  extension  is  granted 
by  the  commissioner  of  banking.  If  such  extension  be  not 
granted,  it  must  l)e  sold  at  a  private  or  public  sale  within  one 
year  thereafter.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  a  bank  from  loaning  moneys  upon  real  estate  security 
as  provided  by  law.  Ileal  estate  shall  be  conveyed  under  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  bank,  and  the  hand  of  the  president  or  vice 
president  and  cashier  or  assistant  cashier. 

Eeports;  proofs  of  publication.  Secttox  15.  Every  bank 
shall  ni^ke  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  not  less  than  five 
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reports  during*  each  calendar  year,  at  such  times  as  the  said 
commissioner  shall  require  the  same,  according,  to  the  forrn^ 
which  he  shall  prescribe  and  furnish.  Such  forms  shall  con- 
form as  nearly  as  practicable  to  that  now  required  of  national 
banks,  including  the  schedules.  Stieh  reports  shall  be  signed 
and  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  one  of  the  officers  of 
such  bank,  and  attested  by  at  least  two  of  the  directors,  pro- 
vided, that  if  by  reason  of  absence  or  other  inability  it  shall 
be  impracticable  to  obtain  the  signature  of  two  directors  such 
report  shall  specify  such  reason,  and  the  attestation  thereof  by 
a  director  so  absent  or  under  disability  shall  thereupon  be  dis- 
pensed with.  Such  report  shall  exhibit  in  detail  and  under 
proper  heads,  the  resources  and  liabilities  of  the  bank  a-t  the 
olose  of  the  business  of  any  past  day  by  the  commissioner  of 
linking  s]^ecified,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  said  commis- 
sioner of  banking  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  request 
therefor  from  him.  Such  reports  shall  be  published  in  a  news- 
paper in  the  village  or  city  or  county  where  such  bank  is  lo- 
cated, in  such  coudensed  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  com- 
missioner of  banking.  Proof  of  publication  shall  be  furnished 
to  said  commissioner  of  banking,  within  fifteen  days  after  the 
receipt  of  the  aforesaid  call.  At  least  once  each  year  every 
bank  shall  report  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  on  call  by 
him,  a  list  of  its  stockholders,  their  residences,  and  the  amount 
of  stock  held  by  each,  which  report  shall  te  signed'  and  verified 
by  the  oath  of  affirmation  of  one  of  the  officers  of  said  bank. 
The  commissioner  of  banking  shall  also  have  the  power  to  call 
for  special  re]X)rts  from  any  bank  whenever  in  his  judgment 
the  same  is  neoessarv  to  infonu  him  fullv  of  the  condition  of 
such  bank. 

$10  per  day  forfeiture.  Seotiox  1G.  Elvery  bank  failing 
to  make  and  transmit  to  the  commissioner  of  banking  any  of 
the  reports  or  jDroofs  of  publication,  as  required  by  this  act, 
shall  be  subject  at  the  discretion  of  the  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing to  a  forfeiture  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day  after  the  time 
required  for  making  such  reports.  Whenever  any  bank  fails 
or  refuses  to  pay  the  forfeiture  herein  im]X)sed  for  a  failure  to 
make  and  transmit  such  report,  the  commissioner  of  banking 
is  hereby  authorized  to  institute  proceeding's  for  the  recovery 
of  such  forfeiture. 

Making  false  statements  made  a  felony.  Section  17.  Any 
banker,  officer,  director  or  employee  of  any  bank  who  shall  wil- 
fully and  knowingly  subscribe  to  or  make,  or  cause  to  be  made. 
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any  false  statement  or  false  entry  in  the  books  of  any  bank,  or 
mutual  savings  bank,  or  shall  knowingly  subscribe  to  or  exhibit 
false  papers,  with  the  intent  to  deceive  any  person  or  persons 
authorized  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of  said  bank,  or  mutual 
savings  bank,  or  shall  knowingly  make,  state,  or  publish  any 
false  report  or  statement  of  any  such  bank,  or  mutual  savings 
bank,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  thousand 
dollars  and  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  impris- 
onment in  the  state  penitentiary  not  less  than  one  (1)  year  nor 
more  than  ten  (10)  yeais,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Refusal  to  permit  inspection;  effect  of.  Section  18.  When- 
ever any  officer  in  charge  of  a  bank  shall  refuse  to  submit  the 
books,  papers  and  concerns  of  such  bank  to  the  inspection  of 
the  commissioner  of  banking,  his  deputy,  or  examiner  ap- 
pointed hereunder,  or  refuse  to  be  examined  on  oath  touching 
the  concerns  of  the  bank,  the  conunissioner  of  banking  may  in-r 
formi  the  attorney  general  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  institute  pro- 
ceedings for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  of  such  bank  to  wind 
up  its  business. 

Perjury,  how  committed.  Sectiox  19.  Ever^^  officer  or  em- 
ployee of  any  bank  required  by  law  to  take  any  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, or  who  shall  willfully  swear  or  affirm  falsely  upon  any 
material  matter,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  as  provided  by  the  laws 
of  this  state  for  the  punishment  of  perjury. 

When  organized  as  national  bank.  Section  20.  Any  bank 
organized  imder  this  act  may  reorganize  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  as  a  national  bank.  As  soon  as  such  bank  shall 
have  obtained  the  certificate  from  the  comptroller  of  the  cur- 
rency, authorizing  it  to  commence  business  under  the  United 
States  banking  law,  such  reorganized  bank  shall  take  and  hold 
all  of  the  assets,  real  and  personal,  of  such  bank  organized  un- 
der this  act,  subject  to  all  liabilities  existing  against  said  bank 
organized  under  this  act  at  the  time  of  such  reorganization,  and 
shall  immediately  notify  the  commissioner  of  banking  of  such 
reorganization  and  transfer. 

National  banks  may  reorganize  as  state  banks.  Section  21. 
Any  national  bank  authorized  to  dissolve,  and  which  shall  have 
taken  the  necessary  steps  to  effect  dissolution,  may  reorganize

under  this  act,  upon  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  owners  of 
two-thirds  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  bank,  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  oonunissioner  of  banking.  Such  stockholders 
shall  make,  execute  and  acknowledge  articles  of  organization 
as  required  by  this  act,  and  shall  set  forth  the  said  written  con- 
sent of  such  stockholders.  Upon  the  filing  of  said  articles  as 
provided  by  this  act,  and  upon  the  approval  of  the  comimissioner 
of  banking,  such  bank  shall  be  deemed  to  be  reorganized  under 
this  act,  and  thereupon  all  assets,  real  and  personal,  of  such  dis- 
solved national  bank  shall  be  vested  in  and  be  and  become  the 
property  of  such  reorganized  bank,  subject  to  all  liabilities  of 
such  national  bank  not  liquidated  before  such  reorganization. 

Consolidation  of  banks.  SiECxioN  22.  A  bank,  which  is  in 
good  faith  winding  up  its  business,  for  the  purpose  of  consoli- 
dating with  some  other  bank,  may  transfer  its  resources  and 
liabilities  to  the  bank  with  which  it  -is  in  process  of  consolida- 
tion; but  no  consolidation  shall  be  made  without  the  consent 
of  the  commissioner  of  banking,  and  not  then  to  defeat  or  de- 
fraud any  of  the  creditors  in  the  collection  of  their  debts  against 
such  banks,  or  either  of  them. 

Liquidation,  when  authorized.  Section  23.  Any  bank  or- 
ganized or  doing  business  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may 
go  into  liquidation  by  a  vote  of  its  stockholders  owning  two- 
thirds  of  the  capital  stock.  Whenever  a  vote  is  taken  to  go 
into  liquidation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors 
to  cause  notice  of  this  fact  to  be  certified  under  the  seal  of  the 
bank  by  its  president  and  cashier  to  'the  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing, and  publication  thereof,  notifying  the  creditors  to  present 
their  claims  against  the  bank  for  payment,  shall  be  made  once 
in  each  week  for  eight  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  village,  city  or  county  in  which  the  bank  is  located, 
and  if  no  newspaper  is  there  published,  then  in  the  newspaper 
published  at  the  nearest  county  seat. 

Bank  may  be  placed  in  hands  of  commissioner.  Section  24. 
Any  bank  doing  business  under  this  act  may  .place  its  affairs 
and  assets  under  the  control  of  the  commissioner  of  banking, 
by  ix>sting  a  notice  on  its  front  door,  as  follows:  "This  bank 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  commissioner  of  banking."  Immediately 
upon  posting  such  notice,  such  bank  shall  notify  the  commis- 
sioner, of  banking  of  such  action.  The  posting  of  such  notice, 
or  the  taking  possession  of  any  bank  by  the  commissioner  of 
banking,  shall  be  sufficient  to  place  all  its  assets  and  property 
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of  whatever  nature  in  the  possession  of  the  oommissioner  of 
banking,  and  shall  operate  as  a  bar  to  any  attachment  proceed- 
ings. For  each  and  every  day  the  oommissioner  of  banking 
shall  be  so  placed  in  possession  of  the  bank,  such  bank  shall  pay 
to  the  said  commissioner  of  banking  a  fee  of  ten  dollars ;  all 
such  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  commissioner  to  the  state 
treasurer,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund. 

Cash  reserve.  Section  25.  Every  bank  shall  keep  on  hand 
at  all  times  at  least  fifteen  per  cent,  of  its  total  deposits,  of  which 
such  portion  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine,  may  be 
on  deposit  in  banks  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  banking  as 
reserve  banks;  except  in  the  case  of  banks  which  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioner  of  banking  as  reserve  banks,  which 
banks  shall  at  all  times  keep  on  hand  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent, 
of  their  total  deposits  in  lawful  money  or  on  deposit  in  banks 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  banking,  as  re- 
serve banks.  Cash  items  shall  not  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the 
reserve  of  any  bank. 

Eeserve  to  be  kept  up.  Section  26.  Whenever  the  reserve 
of  any  bank  shall  fall  below  the  amount  required  herein  to  be 
)siepty  such  bank  shall  not  increase  its  loans  or  discounts  otherwise 
than  by  discounting  or  purchasing  bills  of  exchange  payable  at 
'  sight  or  on  demand,  and  the  commissioner  of  banking  shall  notify 
any  bank  whose  reserve  may  be  below  the  amount  herein  re- 
quired, to  make  good  such  reserve,  and  in  case  the  bank  fails,  for 
thirty  days  thereafter  to  make  good  such  reserve,  the  commis- 
sioner of  banking  may  notify  the  attorney  general  and  he  shall 
institute  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  and  to 
wind  up  the  business  of  the  bank. 

Limit  of  loans.  Section  27.  The  total  liabilities  of  any 
person,  co-partnership  or  corporation,  to  any  bank,  for  money 
borrowed,  including  liabilities  of  the  co-partnership,  the  liabili- 
ties of  the  several  members  thereof,  except  special  partners,  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  capital  and 
surplus  of  such  bank;  but  the  discounting  of  bills  of  exchange 
dra^vn  in  good  faith  against  actually  existing  values,  and  the  dis- 
counting of  commercial  or  business  paper  actually  owned  by  the 
person  negotiating  the  same,  shall  not  be  considered  as  money 
lx)rrowed ;  provided,  that  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of  the  directors, 
the  liabilities  of  any  person,  co-partnership  or  corporation  may 
be  increased  to  a  total  sum  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  caj>- 
ital  and  surplus  of  such  bank  upon  approved  security. 
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Capital  stack  not  to  be  held  by  bank.  Section  28.  !N"o 
bank  shall  l^e  the  holder  of  or  purchaser  of  any  poi'tion  of  its 
capital  stock,  unless  such  purchase  shall  be  necessary  to  prevent 
loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted  ini  good  faith.  Stocks 
so  purchased  shall  in  no  case  bo  held  by  the  bank  for  a  longer 
time. than  six  montlis  if  the  stock  can  be  sold  for  the  amount  of 
the  claim  of  the  bank  against  the  same,  and  it  must  he  sold  for 
the  best  price  obtainable  within  one  year,  or  it  shall  be  can- 
celed, and  shall  then  amount  to  a  reduction  of  the  capital  stock ; 
provided,  that,  if  such  reduction  shall  reduce  the  capital  stock 
below  the  minimum  required  by  law,  such  capital  stock  shall 
be  again  increased  to  the  amount  requireil  by  law  as  provided 
herein. 

Loans  to  bank  officials.  Sectiox  29.  It  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  bank  to  loan  to  any  of  its  officers,  directors,  clerks  or 
employes  any  of  the  funds  of  the  bank  without  a  responsible 
endorser  or  sufficient  collateral  security,  unless  tlie  same  shall 
have  been  authorized,  both  as  to  amount  and  security,  bv  a 
resolution  of  tlio  hoard  of  directors,  to  be  recorded. 

Loans  upon  mortgages  limited.  Sectiox  30.  'No  bank  shall 
lend  an  anioimt  exceeding  fifty  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  of 
its  capital,  surplus  and  deposits  upon  mortgages  or  any  other 
fonn  of  real  estate  security,  except  when  authorized  as  to 
amount,  security  and  location  in  this  and  the  adjoining  states 
by  resolution  of  two-thirds  of  its  board  of  directors,  properly 
entered  upon  its  minutes. 

Assets  not  to  be  pledged  as  security.  Sectiox  31.  Xo  bank, 
banker,  or  bank  officer  shall  give  preference  to  any  de|X)sitor  or 
creditor  by  pledging  the  assets  of  the  bank  as  collateral  security  ; 
provided,  that  any  bank  may  borrow  money  for  temporary  ])ur- 
poses,  and  may  pledge  assets  of  the  bank  not  exceeding  fifty 
per  cent,  in  excess  of  tlie  amount  borrowed  as  collateral  security 
therefor;  ])rovide(l  further,  that  whenev^er  it  shall  ap]X*ar  that 
a  bank  is  l>orro\ving  habitually  for  the  pur]X)se  of  reloaning, 
the  commissioner  of  hanking  may  require  such  bank  to  pay  off 
such  boirmvefl  money.  Nothing  herein  contained  sliall  pre- 
vent any  bank  from  red iscoun ting  in  good  faith  and  indorsing 
any  of  its  negotiable  notes.  It  shall  he  unlawful  for  any  bank 
to  issue  its  certificate  of  deposit  for  the  purpose  of  lx)rro\\nng 
money.  Xeither  shall  any  bank  make  |>artial  payments  u]x>n 
cx^rtificates  of  de]X)sit.  In  no  ca.se  shall  an  overdraft  of  more 
than  ninety  days'  standing  be  allowed  as  an  asset  of  the  l>ank. 
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Checks  certified,  when.  Section  32.  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  officer,  clerk  or  agent  of  any  bank  doing,  business  under 
this  act  to  certify  any  check,  draft  or  order  drawn  upon  the 
bank  unless  the  person,  fima  or  corporation  drawing  such  check, 
draft  or  order  has  on  deposit  with  the  bank  at  the  time  such 
check,  draft  or  order  is  certified  an  amount  of  money  equal  to 
the  amount  specified  in  such  check.  Any  check,  draft  or  or- 
der so  certified  by  the  duly  authorized  officer  shall  be  a  good 
and  valid  obligation  against  such  bank. 

Interest  rate.  Section  33.  JSIb  bank  shall  demand  or  re- 
ceive for  loans  or  discounts  a  rate  of  interest  exceeding  that 
allowed  by  law,  excepting  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank 
to  receive  interest  in  advance  according  to  the  ordinary  usages 
of  banking  institutions. 

Bad  debts,  what  are.  Section  34.  All  debts  due  to  any 
bank,  on  which  interest  is  past  due  and  unpaid  for  a  period  of 
twelve  months,  unless  the  same  are  well  secured  or  in  process 
of  collection,  shall  be  considered  bad  debts  and  shall  be  charged 
off  to  the  profit  and  loss  account  at  the  expiration  of  one  year. 

Surplus  fund.  Section  35.  The  board  of  directors  of  a 
bank  may  declare  a  dividend  from  so  much  of  its  net  profits, 
after  providing  for  all  expenses,  losses,  interest  and  taxes  ac- 
crued or  due  from  said  bank,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  but 
before  any  such  dividend  is  declared  not  less  than  one-tenth 
of  the  net  profits  of  the  banlv  for  the  preceding  half  year,  or 
for  such  period  as  is  covered  by  the  dividend,  shall  be  carried 
to  a  surplus  fund,  until  such  surplus  fiiud  shall  amount  to 
twenty  per  cent,  of  the  capital  stock.  Any  losses  sustained  by 
an}^  bank  in  excess  of  its  undivided  profits  may  be  charged  to 
its  surplus  account,  provided,  that  its  surplus  fund  shall  there- 
after be  reimbursed  from  its  earnings,  and  no  dividends  shall 
be  declared  or' paid  by  any  such  bank  in  excess  of  one-half  of 
its  net  earnings  until  its  suii>lus  fund  shall  be  fully  restored  to 
the  amount  required  by  law. 

Dividends  not  to  be  declared,  when.  Section  3G.  N^o  divi- 
dend shall  be  paid  to  any  stockholder  of  a  bank  until  the  capital 
stock  has  been  fully  paid  in  and  no  dividend  shall  thereafter  be 
declared  or  paid  by  the  directors  of  any  bank  except  out  of  the 
net  profits  properly  apjilicable  thereto,  and  which  shall  not  in 
any  way  impair  or  diminish  the  capital ;  and  if  any  such  shall 
be  paid,  eveiy  stockholder  receiving  the  same  shall  be  liable  to 
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restore  the  full  amount  thereof  unless  the  capital  be  subse- 
quently made  good ;  and  if  the  directors  of  any  bank  shall  pay 
any  dividend  before  the  capital  stock  is  fully  paid  in,  or  shall" 
pay  such  dividend  when  the  corporation  is  insolvent  or  in  dan- 
ger of  insolvency,  or  not  having  reason  to  believe  that  there 
were  sufficient  net  profits  properly  applicable  thereto,  to  pay 
the  same  \\athout  impairing  or  diminishing  the  capital,  they 
shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the  creditors  of  the  cor- 
poration at  the  time  of  declaring  such  dividends  to  double  the 
amount  thereof. 

Embezzlement,  how  punished.  Section  37.  Every  president, 
director,  cashier,  officer,  teller,  clerk  or  agent  of  any  bank 
or  mutual  savings  bank  who  embezzles,  abstracts  or  wdllfully 
misapplies  any  of  the,  moneys,  funds,  credits,  or  property  of  the 
bank  or  mutual  saving's  bank,  whether  owned  by  it  or  held  in 
tni.st,  or  who,  without  authority  of  the  directors,  issues  or  puts 
forth  any  ceilificato  of  deposit,  draws  any  order  or  bill  of  ex- 
change, makes  any  acceptance,  assigns  any  note,  bond,  draft,  bill 
of  exchange,  mortgage,  judgment  or  decree;  or  who  makes  any 
false  entry  in  any  book,  report  or  statement  of  the  bank  with  in- 
tent in  either  case  to  injure  or  defraud  the  bank  or  mutual  sav- 
ings bank  or  any  person  or  corporation,  or  to  deceive  any  offi- 
cer of  the  bank  or  mutual  savings  bank,  or  any  other  person, 
or  any  agent  appointed  to  examine  the  affairs  of  such  hank  or 
mutual  savings  bank;  or  any  person  who,  with  like  intent,  aids, 
or  abets  any  officer,  clerk  or  agent  in  the  violation  of  this  section, 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  state  prison 
not  to  exceed  twentv  vears. 

Charter,  how  forfeited.  Sectiox  38.  If  the  lx)ard  of  di- 
rectors or  a  quonim  thereof  or  any  committee  of  such  board  of 
any  bank  sliall  knowingly  violate  or  knowingly  permit  any  of 
the  offileers,  agents  or  employes  of  the  bank  to  violate  any  of 
the  ])Tovisions  of  this  net,  such  directors  shall  iointlv  and  sev- 
erallv  be  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  loss  sustained  bv  the 

«  * 

bank  ;  and  *f  after  a  warning  from  the  commissioner  of  bank- 
ing they  shall  fail  to  make  good  any  loss  or  damage  resulting 
from  such  acts,  or  continue  such  conduct,  it  shall  constitute  a 
ground  for  the  forfeiture  of  the  chai-ter  of  such  bank,  and  it 
shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  of  banking  to 
institute  proceerlings  to  enforce  such  forfeiture  and  to  secure  a 
dissolution  and  a  winding  up  of  the  affairs  of  such  bank. 
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Liability  of  stockholders.  Section  39.  The  stoeklioldcis 
of  every  bank  shall  be  individually  liable,  equally  and 
ratably,  not  one  for  ajiother,  for  the  benefit  of  cred- 
itors of  said  bank  to  the  amount  of  their  stock  at  the  par  value 
thereof,  in  addition  to  the  amount  invested  in  said  stock.  Such 
liability  shall  continue  for  six  months  after  any  transfer  of 
stock,  as  to  the  affairs  of  the  bank  at  the  time  and  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  transfer.  But  persons  holding  stock  as  executors, 
administrators,  guardians  or  trustees,  and  i>ersons  holding 
stock  as  collateral  security,  shall  not  be  personally  liable  as 
stockliolders,  but  the  assets  or  funds  in  their  hands  constitut:ni>' 
the  trust  shall  be  liable  t^  the  same  extent  as  the  testator,  in- 
testate, ^vard  or  j>erson  interested  in  snch  tnist  fund  ^vould  Ik? 
if  living,  or  competent  to  act,  and  the  person  pledging  such 
stock  shall  be  deemed  the  stockholder  and  liable  under  this  sec- 
tion. 

Shares  of  stock,  when  not  transferable.  Section  40.  The 
shares  of  stock  of  an  incorporated  bank  shall  be  deemed  per- 
sonal property,  and  shall  be  transferred  on  the  baoks  of  the 
bank  in  such  manner  as  the  l)v-laws  tliereof  niav  direct,  and  no 
transfer  of  stock  shall  be  valid  while  the  bank  is  under  notice 
io  make  good  the  impainnent  of  its  capital,  as  provided  in  see- 
tion  7,  chapter  1,  of  this  act,  nor  until  such  impairment  shall 
have  been  made  good.  All  transfers  of  stock  shall  be  certified 
to  the  comniissioner  of  banking  immediately. 

Deposits   by  minors   and   unmarried   females;    trust   deposits. 

S'ECTiox  41.  Whenever  any  deposit  shall  \.e  made  in  any  bank 
by  and  in  the  name  of  any  minor,  or  female  being  or  thereafter 
becoming  a  mari'i(Ml  woman,  the  same  shall  l>e  held  for  the  ex- 
clusive r'ght  and  benefit  of  such  minor,  or  female,  and  free 
from  \h^^  control  cr  lien  of  all  ]:ersons  whatsoever,  except  cred- 
itors, and  shall  l)e  ])ai(l  with,  any  interest  due  theiTon,  to  the 
person  in  whose  name  the  dej;osit  shall  have  been  made,  and 
tlie  receipt  of  such  minor  or  female  shall  bo  a  sufficient  release 
or  discharge  for  such  fleposit  to  the  bank.  Whenever  any  de- 
posit shall  be  made  l>y  any  person,  in,  trust  foi'  another,  and  no 
other  or  further  notice  of  the  existence  and  tenns  of  a  legal  and 
valid  trust  shall  have  been  given  in  writing^  to  such  bank,  in 
the  event  of  the  death  of  the  trustee,  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  any  interest  due  thereon,  may  l>e  paid  to  the  per- 
son for  whom  the  said  deposit  was  made. 

Xe^al    process,   how    served.      Sectiox    42.      Tjegal    prcx^ess 
ag'ainat  any  bank  may  be  ser\^ed  upon  such  ba:(ik  in  the  manner 
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now  provided  by  'law  for  such  service  on  other  private  corpora- 
tions organized  under  the  laws  of  this  ^tate. 

Circulating  notes,  when  issuable.  Section  43.  In  the  event 
that  the  oongi^ess  of  the  United  States  shall  hereafter  remove 
the  tax  on  bank  circulation  or  provide  for  the  establishment  of 
circulation  of  banks  organized  under  state  laws,  any  bank  or- 
ganized or  doing  business  under  this  act  shall  have  the  power  to 
issue  circulating  notes  or  currency  in  accordance  with  any  such 
act  of  congress,  or  under  such  regulations  as  the  banking  depart- 
ment of  this  state  shall  prescribe.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  be  construed  to  permit  any  mutual  savings  bank  or 
any  loan  and  trust  company  or  any  other  than  a  banking  cor- 
poration to  issue  circulating  notes. 

Banks  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  SECTioisr  44. 
The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to,  and  govei-n,  all  banks 
organized  and  now  existing  within  this  state,  and  the  powers, 
privileges,  duties  and  restrictions  conferred  and  imposed  upon 
any  bank  existing  and  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  are  hereby  abridg-ed,  enlarged,  or  modified  as  each  par- 
ticular case  may  require,  to  confonn  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  N"othing  in  this  iK't  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  legal- 
ity of  investments  heretofore  made,  or  to  transactions  hereto- 
fore had,  pursuant  to  any  provisions  of  law  in  force  when  such 
investments  were  made  or  transactions  had.  Ever)^  bank  now 
Cixisting  and  doing  biLsiness  within  this  state  shall  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  February  next  following  the  time  when  this  act 
Jbeoomes  operative,  alter  or  amend  its  articles  of  organization, 
if  necessary,  to  comply  witli  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
shall  by  said  time  make  its  business  conform  in  all  respects  to 
the  requirements  of  this  act,  except  where  such  requirement  is 
expressly  waived  herein. 

Bank,  unlawful  use  of  term.  Secttox  45.  'No  person,  co-part- 
nership or  corporation  engaged  in  tlio  banking  business  in  this 
state,  not  subject  to  supervision  and  examination  by  the  oom- 
missioner  of  banking,  and  not  required  to  make  reports  to  hini 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  make  use  of  any  office  sign 
at  the  place  where  such  business  is  transacted,  having  thereon 
any  artificial  or  corporate  nam©  or  other  words  indicating  that 
such  place  or  office  is  the  place  or  office  of  a  bank,  nor  shall  such 
person  or  persons  make  usei  of  or  circulate  any  letter-heads,  bill- 
hieads,  blank  notes,  blank  receipts,  certificates,  circulars,  or  any 
written  or  printed  or  partly  wi'itten  and  partly  printed  paper 
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whatever,  having  thereon  any  artificial  or  corporate  name,  or 
other  word  or  words,  indicating  that  such  business  is  the  busi- 
ness of  a  bank.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  co-part- 
nership or  corporation  to  use  the  word  *^bank,"  "savings  bank,^^ 
'T)anking"  or  "banker"  or  the  plural  of  any  such  words,  in  any 
other  business  or  in  connection  with  any  other  business  than 
that  of  the  business  of  banking  as  defined  and  authorized  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any  person  or  piersons  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  either  individually  or  as  an  in- 
terested party  in  any  co-partnership  or  corporation  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  juisdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  three  hundred  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Declaration  of  unlimited  individual  responsibility.  Section 
46.  The  stockholders  of  any  bank  organized  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  may  file  with  the  commissioner  of  banking  a 
declaration  in  writing,  signed  by  each  and  all  of  them^  and  by 
them  acknowledged,  consenting  and  agreeing  to  hold  themselves^ 
individually  responsible  for  all  the  debts,  demands  and  liabili- 
ties of  said  bank.  Upon  application  therefor  the  commissioner 
of  banking  shall  make  and  certify  a  copy  of  said  declaration 
which  shall  be  received  in  evidence  and  have  the  same  effect  as 
the  original  declaration  would  have  if  produced  in  evidence  and 
duly  proved. 

Liability  under  the  stockholders'  declaration.  Section  47. 
On  and  from  the  filing  of  such  declaration  the  persons  who 
have  executed  the  same  shall  be  individually  liable  for  all  the 
debts,  demands  and  liabilities  of  said  bank,  as  well  as  those 
then  existing  and  unpaid  as  those  thereafter  to  be  made,  created 
or  incurred.  And  in  any  action  brought  against  any  such 
bank  for  any  debt,  demand  or  liability  thereof  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  party  plaintiff  to  join  as  defendant  therewith 
any  one,  or  more,  or  all  of  the  stockholders,  whose  names  are  at- 
tached to  such  declaration,  and  in  such  action  to  recover  and 
have  judgment  and  execution  against  the  defendants  or  either 
or  any  of  them;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  con- 
stnied  to  prevent  any  action  from  being  maintained  for  any 
debt,  demand  or  liability  of  such  bank  against  said  bank  alone, 
or  against  the  said  stockholders,  or  either  or  any  of  them.  In 
case  of  the  bona  fide  sale  and  transfer  of  any  stock  or  interest 
of  any  stockholder,  in  any  such  bank,  as  provided  in  section  40, 
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chapfter  2  of  this  act,  a  written  iiieinoraii(lniii  oi  such  transfer, 
signed  and  acknowledged  in  manner  aforesaid  hv  the  vendor  of 
said  stock  or  interest,  niav  be  filed  with  tlie  commissioner  of 
banking,  and  thereupon  the  individual  liability  of  such  vendor 
for  the  debts,  demands  and  liabilities  of  said  bank,  which  may 
be  created  or  incurred  after  the  expiration  of  six  months  from 
and  after  the  filing  of  said  memorandum  shall  cease;  and  in 
such  case  the  purdiaser  of  said  stock  shall  not  l)eeome  or  be  re- 
sponsible or  liable  in.  any  maimer  for  the  del)ts,  demands  and 
liabilities  of  such  bank  unless  he  shall  execute  and  file  the  dec- 
laration mentioned  in  the  next  preceding  section. 

Commissioner  may  disregard  such  declaration.  Rk(  tiox  4S. 
The  commissioner  of  l>anking,  his  deputy  or  any  examiner  by 
him  appointed  shall  not  Ix?  required  to  take  into  consicleration 
such  certificate  of  imlimited  individual  responsibility  in  deter- 
mining the  impairment  of  capital  (rf  any  bank,  or  in  detenu in- 
ing  the  solvency  of  any  such  bank. 

Fees  for  certified  copies.  Seotiox  49.  Wlienevcr  any  cer- 
tified copy  or  copies  of  any  ]*ecords  or  pajx^rs  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  bankinii'  shall  be  lawfully  required  to 
be  furnished  by  him,  the  c(nuniissioner  of  banking  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  fee  of  ten  cents  for  each  folio  for  making  such  copy 
or  copies  and  fifty  cents  for  each  certificate.  All  such  fees 
shall  be  paid  by  the  eommissicmer  of  banking  into  the  state 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund. 

How  to  convert  unincorporated  banks.  Sectiox  50.  Any  per- 
son, co-partnership  or  eorj^oration  doing  a  banking  b^isiness  in 
this  state  may  incorjxn-ate  as  a  stale  bank,  as  provided  herein 
for  the  organization  of  banks,  ]>rovided,  that  the  commissioner 
of  banking  may  accept  good  assets  of  such  ]x^rson  or  persons 
worth  not  less  than  par  in  lieu  of  cash  in  payment  for  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  such  state  bank.  Every  such  yierson,  eo-]>ai'tner- 
ship  or  corporation  shall  ecjufonn  to  the  provisions  of  sc^ction 
45  of  chapter  2  of  this  act  on  or  before  Se]>teuilter  1st,  A.  D. 
1903,  at  which  time  the  provisions  of  said  section  4.")  of  chap- 
ter 2  shall  be  enforced  bv  the  commissioner  of  liankine*. 
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CHAPTER  III.  ' 


MUTUAL  SAVINGS  BAXK. 


Who  may  organize.  Section  1.  Any  number  of  persons, 
not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  fifty,  may  associate  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  mutual  savings  bank  to  receive  on  de- 
posit the  savings  of  laborers,  mechanics,  farmers,  servants, 
minors  and  others ;  and  to  loan  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  such 
depositors ;  three-fourths  of  such  number  of  persons  or  corpora- 
tors shall  reside  in  the  county  where  the  proposed  bank  is  to  be 

located. 

» 

Election  of  membership  in.  Sejcttox  2.  Every  such  bank 
may,  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  majority  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  those  present,  elect  by  ballot  any  citizen  of  the  county 
wherein  the  bank  is  located,  or  of  any  adjoining  coimty,  to  be 
a  member  thereof.  Any  member  failing  to  attend  the  annual 
meeting  for  two  successive  years,  such  non-attendance  may  be 
deemed  equivalent  to  a  resignation  and  his  place  may  be  filled 
in  the  usiml  manner.,  The  corporators  may  fill  vacancies  and 
add  to  their  number  from  time  to  time  as  thev  mav  desire. 

Certificate  of  organization.  Section  3.  They  shall  make, 
sign  and  acknowledge  a  certificate  in  writing  in  which  shall  be 
stated  the  name  of  sucli  mutual  savings  bank,  the  names  of  the 
coi'porators,  with  the  residence  of  each,  the  name  of  the  city, 
village,  town  and  county  in  which  the  operation  of  such  bank 
is  to  be  conducted.  Such  certificate  shall  l)e  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  county  in  which  the  busi- 
ness of  the  bank  is  to  be  carried  on,  and  shall  be  then  deposited 
in  the  office  of  the  conmiissioner  of  banking. 

By-laws  and  regulations.  Section  4.  Such  corix)ration 
shall  have  the  power  to  enact  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  ITnited  States,  for  the  government 
of  its  affairs,  and  such  by-laws  may  prescribe  the  conditions  on 
which  deposits  shall  l>e  made,  and  the  terms  on  which  ]>ayments 
of  such  (le]>:>sits  shall  bo  made  to  the  de|X)sitors  by  such  institu^ 
tion,  and  the  de}X)sitors  shall  be  boimd  by  the  regulations  enacted 
in  such  by-laws  which  regulations  shall  be  printed  and  conspicu- 
ously posted  in  the  office  of  such  corporation,  so  as  to  be  visible 
and  accessible  to  all  ]>ersons  visiting  the  business  office  of  the 
corporation. 
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Board  of  trustees  or  directors;  quorum.  Sectio:^  5.  Tlie 
eorparators  shall,  at  tlieir  first  annual  meeting,  elect  by  ballot 
from  their  oa\ti  number,  a  board  of  tnisteesi  or  dii'e'ctors  which 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  nine,  who  shall  be  divided  into 
tliree  classes  as  follows :  One-third  shall  be  elected  for  one 
year,  one-third  for  two  years,  iand  one-third  for  three  years. 
After  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  trustees  or  directors,  all 
subsequent  trustees  or  directors  shall  he  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  for  the  full  tenu  of  three  years  unless  elected  to  fill  a 
vacancy,  when  they  shall  be  elected  to  sen^e  the  unexpired  por- 
tion of  the  term  they  fill.  Forty  per  centum  of  the  corpora- 
tors shall  constitute  a  quonun  for  the  lawful  transaction  of  busi- 
ness at  any  annual  or  s}>ecial  meeting  of  the  corporators. 

Officers,  how  elected.  Secttox  (>.  The  trustees  or  directors 
within  ten  davs  after  their  election  shall  elect  from  the  mem- 
bers  of  their  own  board,  a  president,  one  or  more  v:ce-piresi- 
dents,  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary ;  the  same  person  may  act  as 
secretarv  and  treasurer;  thev  shall  also  elect  from  their  own 
meml>ers  a  conmiittee  on  finance;  all  said  officer*  to  hold  their 
offices  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified  to  fill  tlieir  places. 

Qualifications.  Sectiox  7.  Xo  more  than  one  officer  of  anv 
mutual  saving's  ba.idv  shall  at  the  same  time  be  an  officer  of  any 
bank  or  trust  com]"^any ;  and  no  stockholder  of  a  bank  shall  be 
treasurer  of  anv  mutual  saving's  bank. 

Treasurer's  bond.  Section  8.  The  treasurer  shall  give  a 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  with  surety  to  the 
acce];tance  of  the  din^tors  or  trustees,  innot  less  than  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  ])ayable  to  said  mutual  savings  bank,  and  shall 
g:v(*  a  ncnv  bond  with  surety  to  the  acceptance  of  the  directors 
or  trnste(»s,  as  often  as  once  in  every  ]>eriod  of  three  years  from 
the  date  of  giving  the  last  bond.  The  said  bond  shall  foith- 
with  be  recorded  at  length  in  the  books  of  said  nuitual  savings 
bank,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  Ix^  subject  to  the  ins]x^c- 
tion  of  the  commissioner  of  lumking  of  the  state.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  ]>resi(lent  of  said  mutual  savingsi  bank  to  safely 
keep  the  original  bond  so  given.  Whenever,  in  the*  judgment 
of  the  Ix.'ard  of  directors  or  trnsteeo,  or  the  C(.]Hmi--si()ni  r  of 
banking,  it  is  necessary  for  tlu^  security  of  the  depositors,  the 
treasurer  shall  give  a  new  bond  in  such  amount  as  said  1  .ard 
or  the  conunissioner  of  banking  shall  requin*,  and  with  such 
sureti(^s  as  may  Ix?  ap])roved.  Xo  president,  director  oi*'  trustee 
shall  Ix^  suretv  on  the  Ix^nd  of  such  treasurer. 
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Compensation  of  officers.  Section  9.  No  corporator,  trus- 
tee, director,  nor  any  other  ofBcer,  except  the  treasurer,  shall  re- 
ceive any  compensation  for  his  services  in  the  management  of 
such  bank,  nor  derive  any  emolument  therefrom;  provided, 
however,  that  tile  president  may  receive  for  his  services  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  when  the  deposits  shall  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Director  not  to  borrow  funds.  Section  10.  Xo  trustee  or  di- 
i:ector  of  such  mutual  savings  bank  shall  be  a  borrower;  or 
surety  for  a  borrower,  of  any  of  its  funds,  nor  receive  any  money 
or  valuable  thing  for  iiegotiating,  procuring  or  recommending^ 
any  loan  from  such  mutual  savings  bank,  nor  for  selling  or  aid- 
ing in  the  sale  of  any  stocks,  bonds  or  securities  to  or  by  such 
savings  bank,  and  any  such  officer  who  shall  violate  any  provision 
of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one  thousand  dollars. 

Not  to  issue  circulating  currency.  Section  11.  Such  mu- 
tual savings  bank  shall  not  make  and  issue  any  bill  or  promis- 
sory note  to  circulate  as  currency. 

Limit  of  individual  deposits.  Section  12.  Such  mutual 
savings  bank  may  receive  on  deposit  froju  any  one  person  in 
his  or  her  own  name  or  in  the  name  of  another  in  any  one  year, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Deposits,  how  invested.  Section  13.  Any  mutual  savings 
bank  organized  licreunder  may  employ  not  exceeding  one-half 
of  its  deposits  in  making  loans  on  personal  security,  and  In  the 
purchase  of  the  bonds  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  north- 
western states,  to-wit:  Ohio,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Illinois, 
Iowa,  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota,  or  of  the  authorized  bonds  of 
any  incor]X)rated  city,  village,  town  or  coimty,  or  school  dis- 
trict in  the  aforesaid  nortli western  states,  or  of  first  mortgage 
bond  of  any  railroad  company,  which  has  paid  annual  divi- 
dends of  not  less  than  four  per  cent,  regularly  on  its  entire  capr- 
ital  stock  for  a  jx^riod  of  at  least  five  years  next  preceding  the 
investment,  and  in  the  consolidated  mortgage  bonds  of  any  such 
company  issued  to  retire  the  entire  bonded  debt  of  such  com- 
pany. .Ml  other  loans  shall  Ix^  secured  by  mortgage  on  unin- 
cuml>ered  real  estate  lying  and  being  in  the  aforesaid  north- 
western states.  ?s^o  mutual  savings  bank  shall  invest  any  part 
of  its  deposits  in  the  stock  of  any  railroad  company,  nor  loan 
on,  nor  invest  in  any  mortgage  on  real  estate,  except  such  real 
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■estate  as  lies  in  the  aforesaid  northwestern  states,  '^o  loan 
shall  be  made  upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  exceeding  sixty 
per  cent,  of  the  value  thereof  as  determined  upon  by  not  less 
than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  finance  committee,  who 
shall  duly  certify  to  the  value  of  the  premises  to  be  mortgaged, 
according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  and  such  report  shall 
be  filed  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the  corporation. 

Additional  security  required.  Section  14.  ]^o  such  mutual 
savings  bank  shall  buy  or  loan^  any  money  upon  any  obligation 
on  which  only  one  person  or  firm  shall  be  holden,  without  addi- 
tional security  for  the  same,  equivalent  to  the  guaranty  or  in- 
dorsement of  some  other  responsible  party. 

Applications  for  loans,  how  made.  Section  15.  All  appli- 
cations for  loans  shall  be  made  in  writing,  through  the  treas- 
urer of  the  corporation,  who  shall  keep  a  record  tliereof,  show- 
ing the  date,  name  of  applicants,  amount  asked  for,  and  secur- 
ity offered,  and  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  presented  to  the 
finance  oommiittee.     ' 

Income,  how  divided;  guaranty  fund.  Section  16.  The  in- 
come or  profits  of  every  mutual  savings  bank  after  deduction  of 
all  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  management  tliereof, 
and  the  amounts  reserved  for  a  guaranty  fund,  shall  be  divided 
among  tlie  depositors  or  their  legal  representatives  semi-annu- 
ally at  the  times  fixed  by  its  by-laws.  Every  siichj  mutual  sav- 
ings bank  shall,  before  making  any  semi-annual  dividend,  re- 
serve as  a  guaranty  fund  from  the  net  .profits  which  have  ac- 
cumulated during  the  six  months  then  next  ]:irecediiig,  a  sum 
equal  to  not  less  than  one-fourtli  of  one  per  cent,  nor  more  tlian 
one  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of  deposits,  until  such  fund 
amounts  to  ten  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of  deposits,  which 
fund  shall  be  thereafter  maintained  and  held  in  that  ratio  to 
meet  losses  in  its  business  from  depreciation  of  the  securities 
or  otherwise. 

Ordinary  dividends.  Section  17.  Ordinary  dividends  shall 
be  made  ev(»ry  six  months  if  the  profits  are  sufficient  to  warrant 
it.  On  all  sums  which  have  boon  on,  deposit  for  less  than  six 
months  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  dividend,  dividends 
shall  1x3  paid  pro  rata  at  the  same  rate  as  for  the  seiui-annnal 
period,  except  that  no  dividend  shall  1^  paid  for  the  fractional 
part  of  a  month  or  of  a  dollar. 
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Extra  dividends,  when  divided.  Section  18.  Once  in  every 
term  of  tliree  years  if  the  net  profits  accumulated  over  and 
above  said  guaranty  fund  and  ordinary  dividends  amount  to 
one  per  cent,  of  the  depcteits  which  have  remained  in  such  mu- 
tual savings  bank  for  one  year  next  preceding,  such  net  profits 
may  be  divided  among  the  depositors  whose  deposits  remain 
therein  for  one  year  at  least  then  next  preceding,  as  an  extra 
dividend. 

Real  estate  held  for  what  purposes.  Sectiox  19.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  mutual  savings  bank  tO'  purchase,  hold  and  con- 
vey such  real  estate  as  banks  are  authorized  by  the  law  of  this 
state  to  purchase,  hold  and  convey,  except  that  such  mutual 
savings  bank  may  purchase  or  build  a  building  in  which  to 
carry  on  its  own  bnsiness,  but  shall  not  invest  in  the  land  and 
building  a  sum  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  except  upon  the 
consent  and  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  banking. 

Deposit  to  be  kept  on  hand.  Sectiox  20.  Elvery  such  mu- 
tual savings  bank  shall  keep  on  hand  or  on  deposit  in  banks  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioner  of  banking  as  reserve  banks,  at 
least  five  per  cent  of  its  total  deposits. 

General  powers  and  liabilities.  Section  21«  Every  mutual 
savings  bank  formed  hereunder  shall  possess  tha  powers  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  general  laws  relating  to  corpora- 
tions, so  far  as  tlie  sanne  may  be  applicable,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  reports,  examina- 
tions, liquidations,  powers,  liabilities  and  forfeitures,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  be  applicable,  except  as  herein  provided.  Any 
cor}x>ration  now  organized  and  doing  business  as  a  mutual  sav- 
ings bank  shall  continue  business  under  this  act  and  shall  be 
subject  to  all  of  its  provisions. 

Examining  auditors.  Section  22.  The  corporators  shall 
annuallv  elect  not  less  than  two  auditors,  who  shall  not  be  di- 
rectors,  managers  or  trustees  of  the  corporation,  who  shall  ex- 
amine the  books,  accounts  and  securities  Monging  to  such 
l)ank,  and  make  a  sworn  statement  showing  the  true  condition 
thereof,  the  total  amount  of  deposits,  the  w^hole  mmiber  of  de- 
]x>sitors,  the  largest  amount  due.  to  any  one  depositor,  the 
amount  invested  in  loans  on  real  estate  securities,  the  amount 
invested  in  stocks  and  bonds,  the  amount  of  funds  on  hand,  the 
names  of  the  corporators,  trustees,  and  of  the  other  ofiicers  of 
such  institution,  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  which 
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statement  shall  be  kept  onj  file  in  the  office  of  such  mutuaT  sav- 
ings bank,  and  an  attested  co]>y  of  the  same  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  commissioner  of  banking  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
February  of  each  year. 


CHAPTER    IV. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Terms  defined.  Section  1.  The  temii  ^^bank,"  as  used,  in 
this  act,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  incorporated  banking 
institution  which  shall  have  been  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  this  state  as  they  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
to  such  banking  institutions  as  shall  hereafter  become  incor- 
porated under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  term  *  ^mutual 
savings  bank"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  corporation  or- 
ganized pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  savings  banks  and  savings  societies,  as  such  act  existed 
prior  to  the  passage  of  tliis  act,  or  to  such  corporations  as  shall 
hereafter  incorporate  as  mutual  savings  banks  under  this  act. 
The  term  ^^lawful  money,"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  mean  all  coin,  TJnit^  States  notes,  treasury  notes,  gold  cer- 
tificates, silver  certificates,  national  bank  notes,  and  all  other 
forms  of  money  issued  by  or  which  may  hereafter  be  issued  by 
or  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  as  a  circulating 
medium,  and  shall  also  be  construed  to  mean  any  form  of  cer- 
tificate which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  declared  to  be  lawful 
money  by  any  law  of  the  United  States.
